Nicaraguan Dictator Notifies 
Congress at Managua That 
He Is Ready to Give 
Up Office.

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“TO AVOID BLOODSHED.” 


Lively Scramble Begins Among 
the Patriots Eager to Take 
Dp the Burdens of 

State. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Dec. 16.—José 


Santos Zelaya has resigned from the presi- |- 


dency of Nicaragua. He placed his resigne- 
tion im the hands of congress today. Ap- 
parently there was no other course for him to 
take. The people were at last aroused. The 
guns of the revolutionista threatened. The 
warships of the United States lay in Nica- 
raguan ports, ; 

Managua has been seething for days. The 
spirit of revolt has spread even to the gates 
of the palace. Zelaya surrounded himself 
with an armed guard. Unchecked, the pop- 
ulace have marched through the streets, cry- 
ing for the end of the old and proclaiming the 
new régime. 

Who will take up the reine no one knows 
or cares. It is ‘sufficient that Zelaya as 
dictator will be known no more, There is 
no doubt that congress will act quickly on 
his resignation, for the people have de- 
manded it. 


Madriz Opposed by Estrada. 

Dr. Jose Madriz, judge of the Central Amer- 
ican Court of Justice at Cartago, who has 
been close to Zelaya and is now his choice 
for president, is on his way here. He will 
arrive on Saturday. 

Madriz has his following, strong and in 
fluential, even among the revolutionists, but 
Gen. Estrada, under whose command the 
great body of fighting insurgents now face 
Vasques's troops at Rama, will have none 
of him. Estrada’s word will bear weight in 
the cholce of a president. Many other pa- 
triots are eager to take up the cares of state. 

Zelaya has known, too, that Madriz was 
not acceptable to the United States, and he 
has sought to learn wha would be looked 
upon with favor by that government as his 
successor, but the American government, 50 
far as can be learned, has named no man, and 
the choice probably will ie with those who 
have gained the upper hand. 


Message Conveys Resignation. 

Accompanying his resignation Zelaya sent 
the following message to congress: 

The painful circumstances in which the 
country is plunged call for acts of abnega- 
tion. ands patriotism, on the part of good citi- 
zens, who are the witnesses of the oppréssioh 
of the republic by the heavy hand of fate 
The country. is staggering under a shame- 
less revolution which threatens the pation’s 
sovereignty, and a foreign nation unjustly 
intervenes in our affairs, publicly providing 
the rebels with arms, which has only re- 
sulted in their being defeated everywhere 
through the heroism of our troops. 

To avoid further bloodshed and for the 
reason that the revolutionists have declared 
they would put down their arms when I sur- 
rendered the executive power, I hereby place 
in the hands of the national assembly the 
abandonment of the remainder of my term 
of office, which is to be filled by a substitute 
of their. choosing, with the hope that this 
will result in good to Nicaragua, the re- 
establishment of peace, and particularly the 
suspension of the hostility of the United 
States, to which I do not wish to give & pre- 
text for intervention.“ 


Committee to Draft Acceptance. 

A commission of five deputies was appoint- 

ed to draft a bill looking to the acceptance of 
Zelaya’s resignation, which is now consid- 
ered a mere formality. News of the presi- 
dent’s action spread throughout the city and 
soon great crowds moved through the streets, 
shouting for the United States, Estrada, and 
the revolution. 
Held in control for years by the strong band 
of Zelaya, the people have been quick to 
break through restraint when it was cert&in 
that the dictator could not breast the tide 
that has been rising around him. During the 
latter days Zelaya has resorted to all the 
known tricks and contrivances to hold the 
people of Managua with him. 

Reports of a government victory at Rama 
have been circulated and rumors that a mas- 
sacre of revolutionists had occurred were al- 
lowed to spread unchallenged and undenled. 
It finally became known today that these 
were without a shred of truth, and they re- 
bounded like a boomerang. The two armies 
face each other at Rama, but no battle has 
been fought. . 

First one deputy and then another took up 
the denunciation of Zelaya in the chamber, 
and later in the public places, and soon 
throughout the city demonstrations were held 
in which open revolt was voiced. Lastnight, 
however, a pro-Zelaya demonstration marked 
the session of congress, but this had no effect 
outside the walls of the house. 

News Cheers Bluefields. 

BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, Dec. 16.—News 
of the demonstrations against Zelaya at 
Managua was received here today and cre- 
ated great enthusiasm, it being the first in- 
timation for a considerable time as to the 
situation in the west. All the people joined 
in the general rejoicing. 

Gen. Estrada at Rama gave the news to the 
soldiers, who cheered excitedly and predicted 
an early ending to the war.

Osbon Is Sonpgewhat Hazy. 

Capt. Osbon, who is now 82 years old, was 
hazy as to the details regarding this contfes- 
sion.” He admitted under questioning that 
he did not know, as a matter of fact, what 
Loose was going to confess.“ But he could 
say that on Dec. 10 he had gone to see a friend 
at the friend's office downtown and the friend 
had an acquaintance with both Loose and 
Dunkle. While Osbon was sitting in the office 
the friend, who lives somewhere in New Jer- 
sey, looked out of the window and said:

Capt. Osbon's statement did result in bring 
ing out the fact that an attempt Has been 
made to bribe Capt. Loose to repudiate the 
story of his dealings with Dr. Cook, to which 
he has made affidavit, and that it failed be- 
cause, as Capt. Loose said, he had only told 
the truth about that, and couldn't well deny 
it in view of the corroberation his story hed 
received from independent sources. 

“I have refused,“ said Loose, the offer 
of a large sum—between $4,000 and $5,000, I 
believe—to repudiate my affidavit with regard 
to the observations I supplied to Dr. Cook. 
The offer was made to me on Dec, 10 by 
George H. Lightfoot, a broker, whom I know 
as a promoter of mining companies. I first 
met Lightfoot thréugh Mr. Dunkle, and he 
offered me a salary of $150 a month to actas 
captain of the schooner Emily B. Wright to 
ply between New York and South American 
ports for his company. As à matter of fact 
I never sailed, and for the reason you had 
better ask Mr. Lightfoot."

HANGS FROM A CHANDELIER. 


A. M. Morse, Who Discovered Body, 
Questioned by Police. 


After writing a note which indicated she 
had made a matrimonial! blunder,” a young 
woman known as Miss Lillian Zeller—al- 
though she worea wedding ring—committed 
suicide yesterday in the room of A. M. Morse 
at the Palmer house. .

Body Hanging from Chandelier. 

The body of the young woman was hang- 
ing from the chandelier. She had been dead 
for several hours, probably having taken her 
life soon after the departure of Morse from 
his room, at 9 o'clock in the morning. The 
engineer admitted Mies Zeller hag called 
upon him between 6 and 7 o'clock. 

At first Mr. Morse claimed to be unable 
to explain the tragedy, but later, under a 
cross fire of questioning, said Miss Zeller. 
who originally came from Grand Rapids, 
Mich., and had been working as a stenogra- 
pher at 185 Dearborn street, was suffering 
from melancholy.” 

When the police called at the room, No. 
408, hotel attachés, as well as Mr. Morse 
himself, refused to give them information, 
and it was only after the police had threat- 
ened to make arrests that they were permit- 
ted to take the body to Rolston's undertaking 
rooms, 370 Wabash avenue. 

Miss Zeller evidently had registered at the

“A lerge percentage of the cylinder and 
engine oll which hassbeen delivered to the 
various pumping stations recently has not 
given satisfaction in use, and has also failed 
to pass the test required by the city oil speci- 
fications.

"That this letter was displeasing to the 
owners of the Chicago Fire Appliance com- 
pany appeared later when Lawrence Marsh, 

the city chemist, who actually made the oll 
tests for Parks, told the commission. that

The 
collapse came suddenly and at a moment 
when the doctors seemingly had had the 
greatest hopes for his recovery. 

Throughout. yesterday bulletins issued 
from the sick room indicated improvement. 
The bulletin posted at 6:30 p. m. yesterday 
gave the king’s temperature, pulse, and 
respiration as practically normal. Apparent- 
ly the drainage of the wound was perfect, as 
no fever was present. The king yesterday 
was able to take nourishment. 

The public at large was satisfied that the 
king was on the road to recovery, but within 
the pavilion, where the king lay there was 
a feeling of anxiety, chiefly because of Leo- 
pold’s great age. After a restful day the pa- 
tient was able to sleep for a brief period early 
in the evening, and the night passed quietly. 
But toward 2 o’clock alarming symptoms ap- 
peared. Suddenly the Ming turned and called 
to Dr. Thiriar: !

Crown Passes to Nephew. 

There being no direct hereditary heir, the 
crown passes to Prince Albert, the enly son 
of Leopold's brother, the late Philippe, count 
of Flanders. The new monarch was born on 
April 8, 1875, and on Oct. 2, 1900, married 
Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria. They have 
three children, Prince Leopold, 8 years old; 
Prince Charles, 6 years old; and Princess 
Marie José, who was born on Aug. 4, 1906. 

Prince Albért is one of the most popular 
members of the reigning house of Belgium. 
His wife is equally popular, thelr home life 
being such as to attract the admiration and 
love of the people. Prince Albert has trav- 
eled extensively and is a man of affairs. 

In appearance he is strikingly like the late 
king, but their dispositions and tempera- 
ments have always been in marked contrast. 
Prince Albert has been a great student of 
politics and economics and frequently has 
lectured on these subjects. To broaden hie 
grasp of the affairs of the world he visited 
the United States and other countries, al- 
ways studying and always adding to his store 
of knowledge and philosophy. . 

It is known he was impressed by the need 
of reform in the Congo on his recent visit 
to the colony, and itis believed tf his uncle's 
life had been shorter some difficulties raised 
by the Congo question would have been 
avoided. His insistence upon visiting the 
Congo state contrary to King Leopold's 
wishes irritated the latter, who always was 
impatient of opposition, and the relations of 
the two became strained. 


Married to Baroness Vaughan. 

Chief tnterest in the city last night centered 
in the newspaper stories of the marriage of 
the king and Baroness Vaughan. The state- 
ment is ascribed. to the clergyman who 
administered extreme unction to Leopold. 
This is regarded by most people as settling 
the question. The clergyman is quoted as 
saying: 

1 assured myself beforehand that the 
king’s position with regard to the church 
was perfectly satisfactory. I would never 
administer extreme unction to anybody, not 
even a king, if his lite was not in accord- 
ance with the church's commands.“ 

This is taken to prove that King Leopold 
and Baroness Vaughan were regularly mar- 
ried. It is held, however, that their marriage 
does not establish any claim of their two 
sons to the throne. although it may determine 
the distribution of the king's private fortune. 
Baroness Vaughan frequently visited the 
palace yesterday. * 

It is recalled that the report that the king 
and baroness had been morganatically mar- 
ried in 1906 officially was denied at the time, 
and speculation is busy whether the alleged 
marriage was an actual deathbed ceremony. 


RULER SINCE 1865. 

King Leopold was the ruler of Belgium 
since the death of his father, who was King 
Leopold I., on Dec. 10, 1865. In spite of the 
open and glaring irregularities of his private 
life, the king of the Belgians was a successful 
administrator of his little realm. 

He set up the policy of England as the 
model for Belgium; and from the moment he 
became ruler he never ceased to urge the 
doctrine of colonization and extension of 
trade, through a merchant marine and 
through sending samples of Belgium manu- 
facture to all parts of the world. This coun- 
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try is known as the laboratory of Europe.“ 

Belgium was the first cOuntry in Europe to 
build railways, and the king urged their pro- 
longation to connect with the merchant 
marine between Antwerp and the Congo. Ir 
the early years of his reign he devoted much 
attention to municipal improvements, and 
Brussells, Ghent, Antwerp, Namur, Mons, 
Liége, Charleroi, and Verviers bear testi- 
mony to his activity in this respect. 

The king was born in Brussels on April 9, 


P1835, and on Aug. 22, 1858, he married the 


Archduchess Marie of Austria, who died in 
1902. Four children were born to them—a 
gon, the duke of Brabant, who died in Janu- 
ary, 1800, at the age of 10, and three daugh- 
ters. The eldest of these, Princess Louise, 
was born in 1858 and married to Prince Philip 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. The second daugh- 
ter, Stephanie, who was born in 1864, was 
married to Prince Rudolph, the only son of 
the Austrian emperor, since the death of 
whom in 1889 she caused almost as much 
scandal in Europe as her father. The third 
daughter is the Princess Clementine. 


Long Career of Gallantry. 


Leopold’s career of gallantry dates back 
to the days of Cora Pearl, whose adventures 
amused Europe in the middle of the last cen- 
tury. The women involved since then range 
from ladies of his court to music hall per- 
formers. One was Clara Ward, princess de 
Chimay, the American woman whose ele pe- 
ment from Brussels with the gypsy ~usi- 
cian, Rigo, was a scandal a decade ago. She 
is said to have first lost caste in Beigtan so- 
clety through the king’s indiscreet attentions 
to her. Then there was Mlle. Cleo de Merode, 
the Parisian danseuse, who wore her hair 
over her ears, and who made a brief visit to 
New York in 1897. The acquaintance with 
the king boosted Cleo at once into fame and 
fortune. 

There were stories of Leopold's lying hid- 
den in a Swiss chalet for weeks while his 
ministers were anxiously seeking him to con- 
sult him on affairs of state. There is the 
story of a supper party he gave in Paris to 
ten chorus girls of the Opéra Comique, at the 
close of which ea¢h one was presented with 
a diamond neckigte of enormous value. 
There are the stories of his visits to London 
music halls where women of the gay world 
conduct a beauty show in the foyers, and 
where it is said he sufplied unlimited cham- 
pagne to all who attracted his attention. 

Leopold was the creator of the Congo State 
(originally misnamed Free ), a vast em- 
pire of 900,000 square miles, from which 
hundreds of millions of wealth already have 
flowed into christendom. It was in 1876 that 
Leopold launched his prodigious enterprise. 
The congress of Brussels held that year, and 
made up of geographers and explorers, was 
his opportunity. At bas instance the African 
International association was —frounded. 
Henry M. Stanley was sent to East Africa, 
financed by the king, and when in 1877 
he revealed to Europe the vastness and 
abundance of the Congo basin the machinery 
was already perfected in Beigian hands and 
especially in the king’s to assume the task 
—and the profits—of developing the region. 

For some years the great powers looked 
greedily at the prize, but their fears and 
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jJealousies rendered them impotent. Leo- 
pold had shrewdly figured upon this. The 
advantages of Belgium, a country of guar- 
anteed neutrality, to assume the tutelage 
of a new state, which was to be kept neutral 
and free to the commerce of all the world, 
were diplomatically urged. One power after 
another gave assent, the United States one 
of the last, and in November. 1884, the con- 
gress of Berlin assembled to crown the hopes” 
of the wily speculative monarch, The Free 
State was erected by act of the congress 
on Feb. 26. 1885. 


Shooting, Flogging, and Mutilation. 


There was the system of bondage known 
as the collection of taxes in kind, which ex- 
acted so much of the natives’ labor that they 
starved by the villageful from inability to 
raise food. There were shooting, flogging. 
mutilation. 

But to what extent was Leopold respon- 
sible for these abominations? Probably not 
at all, directly. Arguing from ‘his rule in 
Belgium, it is fair to think that he would 
have much preferred a régime of justice, 
humanity, and progress in his big African 
farm. But it. cannot be denied that he re- 
mained callous to the conditions that actually 
prevailed. He shut his ears to the cry of the 
Bantus’ blood and his eyes to the evidence 
presented by missionaries and travelers— 
even by some of his officials.

MORE “SUICIDE” NOTES. 
. : 
Letters Like One Pinned to Vic- 
tim’s Clothing Found in 
Mrs. Martin's Room. 


New York, Dec. 16 — [Special. I Three sis- 
ters now occupy separate celle in East 
Orange, N. J., charged with the murder of 
Ocey Snead. Her mother is one of the ac- 
cused—her two aunts the others. 

Of the girl's immediate relatives only her 
bedridden grandmother, Mrs. Martha Ward- 
law, 83 years old, and Fletcher Snead, the 
cousin she married, are still at large. A ru- 
mor that Fletcher Snead had been found in 
hiding at St. Catharines, Ont., was denied to- 
night by the St: Catharines police. 

Events Move Swiftly in 24 Hours. 

Events have moved swiftly within the last 
twenty-four: hours. Shortly efter the ar- 
raignment today of Mrs. Caroline W. Martin, 
Ocey Snead’s mother, arrested last night in 
an uptown hotel, there followed the third ar- 
rest in the cése, that of Mrs. Mary Snead, 
Mrs. Martin's sister, and at once the aunt 
and mother-in-law of Ocey Snead. She was 
taken from her lodgings in New York, 
charged with being a fugitive from justice in 
New Jersey, where a warrant similer to that 
issued against her sister was sworn out to- 
day charging murder. ; 

Mrs. Martin was arraigned this morning in 
the Tombs police court and committed to the 
Tombe prison pending the arrival of extra- 
dition papers from New Jersey. At her ex- 
amination she spoke as briefly as possible 
and gave no indication as to whether she 
would fight extradition. Mre. Martin is 64 
years old and feeble of body, though resolute 
and alert of mind. 


Infirmity Prevents Measurement. 


Mrs. Mary Snead, when taken to police 
headquarters today, was more erect in her 
bearing than Mrs. Martin, but equally ret- 
cent. Mrs. Martin's infirmity saved her 
the indignity of being measured and pho- 
tographed, but Mrs. Snead escaped none of 
the humiliating details of police routine. 

The notes found yesterday among Mrs. 
Martin's effects, all similar in handwriting 
and wording to the suicide note found pinned 
to Ocey Snead’s clothes beside the bathtub 
in which she was drowned, were deemed 
sufficient evidence against Mrs. Martin. 

Mrs. rtin had been missing since the 
trabedy. “fn her room in the little hotel where 
she was located after a protracted search 
were found three notes, the wording of 
which was almost identical with that of the 
suicide note found pinned to the clothing 
of Ocey Snead-when her body was discov- 
ered. The notes were written on paper of 
the same color and texture as that of the 
original sulvide note and the handwriting 
was practically identical.

Courts to Take Hand in New 
Fight on Tuberculosis. 


ONE FATHER IS ARRESTED. 


Juvenile Protective Association Has 
Nine Other Test Cases. 


Children of tubercular parents henceforth 
will receive the protection of the Municipal 
courts of the city in cases where proper pre- 


infected parents 

The first move in this direction was taken 
by Harry E. Smoot of the Juvenile Protective 
association yesterday, when he caused the 
arrest of Stanley Buras of 1431 Luce street. 
He has nine other cases under investigation 
and will start prosecution in every one where 
the parents disregard the instructions of 
trained nurses sent to the homes in which the 
disease has a foothold. 

Frank E. Wing of the Chicago Tubercu- 
losis institute, who has been trying in vain 
to bring tubercular parents to a realization of 
the necessity of protecting their children, 
went to Mr. Smoot and asked for advice. 


Law Found to Cover Cases. 

Mr. Smoot found that section hb. in the 
criminal code, Revised Statutes of Illinois, 
was applicable to the case, and asked Mr. 
Wing to give him a list of test cases of tuber- 
cular fathers or mothers who have refused 
to heed the advice of the nurses. The list 
Was secured through the health department. 

Five of these cases will be prosecuted with- 
out delay, because, according to Mr. Smoot, 
the well meant warnings of the Tuberculosis 
institute nurses and his own threats of crim- 
inal prosecution have met only with rebuffs. 
These five cases he termed desperate, and it 
is necessary, he said, to imprison one or the 
other of the parents, or both, according to 
their disposition to pay heed to his warning. 

It is the first time to my knowledge that 
criminal prosecution has been resorted to to 
compel parents to take proper precautions 
to prevent their children from becoming in- 
fected with tuberculosis,’ said Mr. Smoot. 


Has One Man Arrested. 

„I have ten test cases. In five of them I 
will seek bridewell sentences for the offending 
parents, in four the parents will be warned, 
and in one case I already have had the father 
arrested. In the four cases where a chance 
will be given to bring about a reform in the 
manner of Hving criminal prosecution also 
will follow if found necessary. 

“There are a great many homes in Chicago 
where one or both parents of a family of 
children are tubercular, and where there is 
an absolute disregard of possible conse- 
quences to the children. There is no attempt 
made at proper sanitation. The infected par- 
ent often sleeps in the same room with 
healthy children. Sputum is expectorated on 
the floor, and in the course of time the chil- 
dren. and healthy parents also are taken 
down with the disease. 


Father Refuses to Help. 

In the case of the man I had arrested, he 
is the father of five chéldren. He wi.i live, 
under favorable conditions, about ten months 
or a year. The family practically is sup- 
ported through the earnings of the wife and 
children, and most of the time the father 
lies around the house under the influence of 
liquor. Four of the chiluren have incipient 
cases of tuberculosis. The father flatly re- 
fused to coéperate with the nurses from the 
Tuberculosis institute. 

“The first test case was prosecuted before 
Judge Uhlir of the West Chicago avenue 
police court, and was continued upon con- 
dition that Buras go to Dunning for treat- 
ment.

Hos- 
tilities were opened by a company of a dosen 
women pickets, led by Mrs. Georgia Teeters, 
chaplain of the waitresses’ union. She dis- 
tributed her forces to include within the 
picket line three downtown saloons; where 
cooks and waiters are recruited under the 
vampire system. 5 

he vampire system is a scheme of 


*saboonkeepers by which waiters who apply 


for work are kept on a “‘ waiting list before 
given places. They make the saloon through 
which they expect to be employed their head- 
quarters, and consequently spend their sav- 
ings there. 

The saloons picketed were those of Hiller 
& Wohlgemuth,293 Wabash avenue: Gus Lis- 
ter, 14 Federal street; and Emil Bauer, Clark 
and Monroe streets. Armed with bundles of 
printed cards and circulars, the girls took up 
stations outside the saloons and urged the 
cooks and waiters to stay away from the 
„vampire joints.“ 5 


Girls Use Militant Tactics. 

Some of the girls entered the saloons and 
distributed the cards. In each place they 
were ordered out, but they stuck to their 
posts until they had talked to every cook 
and waiter in the place. The cards and cir- 
culars announced a massmeeting to be held 
this evening at 188 South Clark street for 
the purpose of protesting to WIlllam H. Cru- 
den, chief inspector of employment agencies, 
the allowing of saloons to operate as employ- 
ment agencies without a license 

The meeting is being arranged by the Wait- 
ers and Waitresses union, the Waiters’ as- 
sociatioff, the Cooks’ union, and the Cos- 
mopolitan Cooks’ association. 

As the women pickets entered the saloons 
their cry was, Come on; be men and quit 
this miserable existence. These people 
don't care anything about you: all they want 
is your money. Join the union and be inde- 
pendent.” 

We distributed nearly a ton of literature 
and obtained promises from many of the 
men to quit patronizing the vampires and 
join the union," said Mrs. Teeters. ‘The 
vampire system simply is terrible. 


Saloons Have a Monopoly. 

No cook or waiter can get a job at the 
La Salle hotel unless he is booked through 
Gus Lister’s saloon. The other saloons have 
& monopoly on other hotels, and the result is 
that the poor waiters and cooks must spend 
all their money in these places to get a job. 
The hotel managers and stewards get a 
rakeoff from the saloonkeepers. 

“The system is an outrage. We shall 
complain to Inspector Cruden. I am certain 
that the system is in violation of the state 
employment agency law. These places have 
no license.”’ 

The picketing continued from 2 until 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. Mrs. Teeters will 
lead forth another picket squad today.

His women friends are 
at loggerheads over the ethical question of 
who are rightly entitied to the privilege of 
tieing tags on his harness. 

Mrs. Frederick W. Packard, 2806 North 
Clark street, originated the scheme of calling 
the attention of divers of horses to ways in 
which they could add to the comfort of their 
charges through placing tags on their har- 
ness. Hundreds of poorly fed and unblank- 
eted horses benefited through her interest in 
their behalf, she says. 

Mrs. Charles W. Leake of 2450 Indiana 
avenue, thought the plan a good one and 
ordered 1,000 tags printed for her own use 
and the use of her society friends who were 
interested in securing better care for horses. 
Mrs. Leake’s tags were to be distributed by 
women in automobiles. 


Mrs. Packard Admits Anger. 

When Mrs. Packard learned that Mrs. 
Leake had invaded her chosen fleld of. hu- 
mane work she became angry, she admitted 
yesterday. : 

The women are members of the Anti-Cru- 
elty society with offices at 90 La Salle street. 
Mrs. Packard went to the office of the 8o- 
clety yesterday afternoon and, placing her 
mar on the table, resigned. She picked up a 
photograph of herself in the act of tagginga 
horse, which had adorned a Gesk in the office, 
and tucked it under her arm. 

“You can't treat, me that way!“ she ex- 
claimed to Mr. Hugo Krause, superintendent 
of the Anti-Cruelty society. As she went out 
of the door she said that hereafter she would 
work alone. 

Mr. Krause tried to make it so plain that 
he was the whole sogiety that I resigned,“ 
Mrs. Packard said last night. I originated 
the plan ef tagging horses and paid for hav- 
ing them printed, then without saying any- 
thing to me Mr. Krause had a lot of new 
tags printed and prepared for distribution. 
I have been asked to join the Humane go- 
clety, but from now on I will work inde- 
pendently. I might start a society of my 
own.“ 


Mrs. Leake Expresses Regret. 
Mrs. Leake said last night that she was 
sorry that Mrs. Packard took offense be- 
cause she had ordered some tags printed 
similiar to those used by Mrs. Packard. 
Mr. Krause. the superintendent of the so- 
ciety, said that the society was always look- 
ing for men and women to aid the organiza- 
tion In its work, and that he accepted Mrs. 
Leake's offer in the spirit in which it was 
given and because he thought it would ba 
a good thing for the horses.

man, Charles L. Sullivan, they yesterday 
registered a complaint against the professors 
who have imposed such conditions upon 
them.

And 
Prof. Charies E. Merriam admitted the 
truth of this last night, but begged to inquire 
What are the students here for if not to 
study?" He declared further that the pro- 
fessors have been altogether too lenient, thus 
giving ample opportunities for students to 
loaf about corridors. 


Sets Forth Their Grievances. 


The answer to this, which also is the argu- 
ment of President Harry Pratt Judson, is 
stated by Sullivan tn this way: 

President Judson and all the leading edu- 
cators of today and every student agree that 
one of the vital essentials of our education 
should be a general, all around development. 
To be a ‘grind’ should not be our aim or 
that of our professors. Yet the present sys- 
tem is turning us all into that deplorable. 
channel. Outside activity, te a certain de- 
gree, should be encouraged.’ 

The student spokesman delivered his talk 
at the college exercises whith opened the 
convocations week at the university. It has 
been customary for the speaker on such an 
occasion to say pleasant things about the 
professors and their fellow students, but 
when Sullivan broke away from custom he 
was applauded by all the students, who 
agreed with him in all he said. 

It has been admitted by some of the pro- 
fessors,’’ said Sullivan, that the honor 
point system is working a bardship upon 
some students. I want to assure those gentle- 
men that they were entirely right in this 
assumption. Every one seems to be studying 
this year and doing nothing else.

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Bravery Saves His Life. 

Innumerable attempts have been made 
against his life, and in these emergencies his 
bravery has stood him in good.stead. While 
yet a comparatively young man, Zelaya be- 
gan an agitation against the government, 
and his actions became so violent that he was 
expelled. 

He went to Guatemala, then ruled by Bar- 
rios, and it was there that he received the 
training that fitted him for his subsequent 
career. In the army of Barrios he obtained 
service, and after fighting for years he reap- 
peared in his own country at the head ofa 
band of insurgents. He gathered strength 
as he went, and his final battle won for him 
the presidency. 

Zelaya’s wealth is saidtobe enormous. He 
owns great coffee plantations and controls 
the exclusive rights to many of the indus- 
tries. The present revolt in Nigaragua be- 
gan early last month and came asa ciimax 
of a series of persecutions inaugurated by 
Zelaya, in which the execution of the Amer- 
icans, Cannon and Groce, was the most sert 
ous feature.

ALDERMEN TAKE SIDES. 


Head of United Police“ Accused 
of Seeking to Force Officials to 
Put Pay on Graded Seale. 


Chief of Police Steward's slap at the United 
Police and his plans to rehabilitate the force 
reddened a good many ears of municipal 
employés yesterday.

MORE MAY GO OUT TODAY 


Mayor Busse Takes Hand in the 
Scrap and Asks Hanberg to 
Arrange Conference. 


The strike on the construction work of the 
new city hall was augmented yesterday by 


a force of steamftters and carpenters. The | 


eteamfitters walked out in the morning, and 
the carpenters were ordered out last night. 

At a meeting of the anti-Madden Building 
Trades council at 275 La Salle street the strike 
situation was placed in the hands of the ex- 
ecutive board, with instructions to continue 
the-fight until the organizations affiliated 
with Martin B. (“ Skinny) Madden's Asso- 
ciated Building Trades agree to relinquish 
the work claimed by the strikers. 

The principal grievance is that of the struc- 
tural. iron workers and the steamfitters 
against the boilermakers and the machinery 
moving teamstern, both Skinny" Madden 
organizations. By order of their district 
council the carpenters struck in sympathy 
with the iron workers and steamfitters. The 
hoisting engineers threaten to strike today 
unless a satisfactory settlement is made, 
either by arbitration or through negotiations 
with the contracters. 


Work Virtually Tied Up. 

With the two additional trades out, the 
work on the building virtually was tied up. 
Mayor Busse took a hand in the dispute inan 
effort to reach an early settlement. He re- 
quested Commissioner of Public Works Han- 
berg to arrange a conference with President 
John A. Metz of the Building Trades council 
and Skinny Madden and some of the ex- 
labor czar’s business agents involved in the 
jurisdictional fight.’ 

Commissioner Hanberg sald he would try 
to arrange a meeting. An effort will be made 
by the strike leaders to hold a conference 
with officials of the Noel Construction com- 
pany, general contractors of the city hall, 
with a view to reaching a settlement. 

The Building Trades council refused to ac- 
cede to a demand made by Skinny Mad- 
den to increase from three to five the num- 
ber of mémbers on a committee appointed 
for the purpose of arranging terms of amal- 
gamation of Madden's bullding trades unions 
with the anti-Madden council, 


Committees Are Appointed. 

The committée was provided for at a meet- 
ing of the building trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor two weeks 
ago. Skinny Madden also has appointed 
a committee. Members of the anti-Madden 
committee are Thomas Redding, E. A. Wood- 
bury, and Frank Buchanan. The members 
on Skinny’s committee are William Gun- 
ther, Thomas Kearney, and Harvey W. 
Raven. 

Articles of agreement to arbitrate under 
the Erdman law the wage dispute between 
the telegraphers and the Illinois Central 
railroad. were completed during the day in 
the office of General Manager F. B. Harri- 
man of the road.

He thought the advantage 
in weighing that the National enjoyed for 
ten years came about naturally—through 
friendship of the government weighers for 
‘the dock employés of the National and 
through the fact that the weighers always 
gave the sugar companies advantage of a

| Trouble Due to Petitions for Improve-

Charges of bribery to secure petitions for 
paving, signed by property owners in Indiana 
avenue, between Thirty-ninth and Fitty-first 
streets, were made ore the ty council 
committee on gtreets aHeys south yester- 
day. Two factions of residents—one favoring 
the use of asphalt and the other the use of 
creosote blocks—were engaged in the fight be- 
fore the committee. 

Attorney Henry M. Shabed, destring as- 
phalt, stated that Attorney A. A. Canavan, 
desiring creosote blocks, had offered him $250 
for the petitions bearing the signatures of 
those wishing to have the street asphalt ed. 

Attorney Canavan came back immediately 
with a statement that Mr. Shabad had offered 
to sell the creosote petition for the sum of 
$500. Ald. McCoid of the Sixth ward inci- 
dentally joined in the verbal melee. 


Charge and Counter Charge. 

“Mr Canavan,” Mr. Shabad said, address- 
ing the members of the committee, told me 
over the telephone that he was willing to 
give me $250 for the petitions with the sig- 
naturea of those who favored asphalt in pav- 
ing the street.” 3 

“ That ee not true at all,” Mr. Canavan re- 
plied, ‘‘ for you yourself, Mr. Sbabad, offered 
to gell me the petition for 5500.“ 

„That's not true,“ returned Mr. Shabad. 
* You-—” 

„Tes, Mr. Canavan interrupted, ‘‘ it is and 
you know that when I told you I didn’t want 
it you said I could have it for 6380.

The plan evolved includes a seriés of suits 
to collect penalties and compel the delinquent

tain the exact amount of ground the ceme- 
terles devote toward burial purposes and 
how much industrial and residence property 
possesssed by the railroads has been wrong- 
fully assessed as rights of way. 


Disagree Regarding “Means.” 
There is one hitch to quick action—the au- 
thorities have disagreed as to whether the 
proposed suits should be brought through 
State’s Attorney Wayman or County Attor- 
ney Lewis. Recorder Davis admitted that 
though it had been suggested that Mr. Lewis

It is reported that less than half of the 
sixty railroad companies touching Cook 
county have filed complete plats of their 
rights of way, and that less than a dozen of 
the twenty-five burial associations have filed 
complete plats in the recorder’s office.

The revised statutes of Illinois for 1908, 
chapter 100 and section 5, provide a penalty 
of $25 for every lot sold out of an unrecorded 
subdivision, and while some of the county 
officials believe it applies to cemeteries Mr 
Lewis holds a contrary view. 


It is true that some of the raflroad com-

Each 
man was asked to explain how he came to 
avoid service. It was said that several made 
interesting statements, which will be turned 
over to the committee of judges which ig in- 
vestigating the jury commissioners’ office. 

The state’s attorney’s annual report was 
completed during the day. It showed that 
out of 1,865 cases tried there were 1.305 con- 
victions. There were 630 persons sent to the 
house of correction and 218 to the peniten- 
tlary. Of the 44 murder trials 17 convictions 
were obtained.

DEATH GALLS DR. F. M. REILLY 


Chicago Health Officer Suecumbs 
After Year’s Illness. 


HAD MERITORIOUS CAREER. 


Planned and Accomp ished Many Re- 
forms in City’s Sanitati n. 


Dr. Frank W. Reilly, for many years Chi- 
cago's assistant commissioner of health, 
whose earnest efforts were attended with 
success in solving the city’s water and sanita- 
tion problems, died early yesterday morning 
at his residence. 745 Lincoln Park boulevard. 
His death marked the end of a year’s illness. 

Dr. Reilly was born in Bolton, England. on 
Jan. 11, 1836, the son of Terence and Hannah 
Mary Leigh Reilly. at his death he was 
therefore nearly 74 years old. In childhood 
he was brought to this country, and was edu- 
cated in the public schools of Philadelphia, 
and at the Medical College of Charleston, 
S. G. He came to Chicago in 1855 and en- 
tered the Rush Medical college, and later the 
Chicago Medical college, from which he was 
graduated in 1861, 


Enlists as Volunteer Surgeon. 

When the civil war broke out Dr. Reilly en- 
listed as a volunteer surgeon. He was 
wounded severely during the battle of Shiloh. 
After he recovered he was promoted to bé 
surgeon of the Twenty-sixth Illinois infan- 
try, with the rank of major. He later served 
directly under Gen. Grant. 

At the close of the war Dr. Reilly returned 
to Chicago, and in April, 1867, was made a 
sanitary inspector of the health department. 
Six years later he joined the United States 
marine hospital service and was appointed 
surgeon in charge of the Cincinnati port. 

When the yellow fever plague broke out tn 
Memphis Dr. Reilly was a member of the 
courageous band of surgeons which threw 
its skill against the deadly blight. In recog- 
nition of his work he was placed in charge 
of the sanitary regeneration of Memphis, 


Takes Up Editorial Work. 


In 1888. Dr. Reilly temporarily left his med- 
ical work to accept a place as editorial writer 
on the Chicago Morning News. He was not 
even then without journalistic experience, 
having been a correspondent in the yellow 
fever regions of the south for the cago 
Times. He also had edited a magazine called 
Hygiene. Shortly after joining the Chicago 
News staff he became its managing editor. 

In 1891 he gave up this work to resume his 
connection wit the Illinois state board of 
health as a member and secretary uncer ap- 
pointment of Gov. Fifer. Three years later 
he began his service with the Chicago board 
of health, and in 1895 was made assistant 
commissioner. He conceived and carried out 
the idea of publishing a weekly health “ bul- 
letin.“ The bulletin has since been published 
regularly. 

Many of the important reforms accom- 
plished by the city’s health department were 
credited to Dr. Reilly. The campaigns for 
pure milk, the use of antitoxin in diphtheria, 
and the education of mothers in the care of 
babies all were planned under his direction. 


Member of Many Societies. 

Dr. Reilly was a member of a number of 
societies, including the American Medical 
association, the American Public Health as- 
sociation, the IIlinois State Medical society, 
the Chicago Academy of Medicine, the Chi- 
cago Medical society, and the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion. 


Kennicott Reilly, to whom he was married 
in 1862, and by three sons, Frank K., Leigh. 
and Rodolphe. Funeral services will be held 
in the chapel at Graceland at 3:30 today.

Under protests by the Municipal Art league 
of Chicago the city council committee on 
the building department yesterday approved 
those features in the new bill boards ordi- 
nance which permit the erection of signs 
on the top of buildings. On other points, 
however, the projectors of the new ordinance 
considered themselves victors. 

Objections were raised by the Art league 
to roof billboards, but the members of the 
committee decided the city had no legal au- 
thority to prevent their erection. A letter 
raising.a protest from the league was read, 
as follows: 

The undersigned committee on billboard8 of the 
Municipal Art league of Chicago earnestly urges 
your committee not to recommend for passage an 
ordinance giving to a corporation or corporations 
the right to erect billboards on the roofs of houses 
and buildings in Chicago. 

This would be an immensely valuable right or 
license, and before granting it irrevocably the city 
couneil should carefully consider the consequence. 

The letter was signed by Bryon Boyden, 
Ralph Clarkson, Eames MacVeagh, William 
H. Bush, and James. Willlam Pattison. 

In consideration of the legal authority the 
city has in this matter Ald. Littler said: 

Says City Only Can Regulate. 

“The erection of billboards is permitted 
under legislative grant. The city has no right 
to prohibit them. The legislature has given 
to the city the right to regulate, but not to 
prohibit the erection of billboards.“

The report made to the house of represent@- 
tives is adverse to the plan of improvemnt#é, 
which would cost several hundred thousand 
dollars at. least and more than $1,000,000 
if the scheme were carried out in its entirety. 

The shippers, most!y lumber interests, 
want the government to widen and deepen 
the west fork from Sacramento avenue to its 
confluence with the south branch. They 
would like a width of 100 feet and a depth 
of 21 feet. After making representations 
to the last congrese the war department was 
instructed to investigate the situation and 
report upon the advisabililty of the improve- 
ments desired. 

Maj. Rees, government engineer at Chi- 
cago, made a survey of the west fork last 
summer,.and it is upon his findings that the 
war department reported adversely to the 
proposition.

The two women met today for the first time 
since Oct. 18, 1898, when Miss Burns disap- 
peared on her way to school. She was only 
8 years old. then, but Mrs. Bosse declared 
herself satisfied as to the identity & the 
young woman. 


Taken Away by Her Father. 

“I was on my way to school with a girl 
about my ow age,“ said Miss Burns, speak- 
ing of her disappearahce, when two men- 
my father and my uncle—seized me and 
placed me in a buggy and drove to a house 
on Dayton street. Father told me this was 
to be my home and that I would never see 
Mother Bosse again. 

“I grieved over the change Sgr a time, 
then, like most children, forgot my troubles. 
A few years later we moved across the river 
to Bast St. Louis.“ 

The girl's father is Daniel Burns, an engi- 
neer. He and his wife were living apart 
when the latter died and directed that Nellie 
be given into the care of Mrs. Bosse. Both 
Mrs. Burns and Mrs. Bosse had taken out 
insurance policies on the girl’e life. These 
matured in 1905, but Mrs. Bosse waited until 
a few weeks ago before bringing suit. Ac 
counts of the case appeared in the newspa- 
pers, and Miss Burns’ aunt telephoned that 
her niece was alive.

With an admission of mea culpa we 
confess that we view our own faults and 
those of our egtimable contemporaries 
with more censoriousness than we can 
visit on the foibles of the amiable persons 
who danced and were happy Wednesday 
night that the poor might cease to shiver 
and begin to eat. We confess with a 
candor which we trust will be received 
graciously that the chief sin of the char- 
ity ball was journalistic. We suspect—at 
least we hope—that it was no part of the 
intention of the charitably inclined that 
pages of otherwise metropolitan papers 
should be filled with names, alphabetically 
arranged and indexed. under A.“ B,“ 
and “C”—like so many victims of a great 
disaster—and with photographic illustra- 
tions of the sartorial and lapidarian 
grandeur of the brilliant affair—a jour- 
nalistic sin almost unpardonable in view 
of the high price of print paper. Thus it 
will be seen that we are chiefly self-con- 
demnatory. Would we could find in our- 
selves a promise of reformation. Perhaps 
we may. 

Aside from this, and distressing as is 
the thought, we fear that the angels of 
charity could not keep from their faces a 
smile of tolerance and of good natured 
understanding of the human foibles as 
they hovered temporarily over the Audi- 
torium and then sped on to plant the im- 
pulses of generosity in the hearts of men. 

Charity with rings on its fingers and 
bells on its toes may be many things 
which are delightful, but it cannot be 
called scientific. It may be questioned if 
it be not a bit more self-satisfied than is 
befitting in that great virtue which is ad- 
monished to be secretive—to keep the one 
hand from knowing what the other does. 

These pensive reflections give way be-

THE MANCHURIAN SITUATION. 

The importance of geography as a fac 
tor in the making of history is now every- 
where recognized. Even a cursory exam- 
ination of the map of Manchuria shows 
why that region has been a battle ground 
in years that have gone and emphasizes 
the probability that it will be qa battle 
ground in years to come. The three con- 
testants for it, Russia, Japan, and China, 
appreciate the richness of the prize and 
understand clearly its tremendous possibil- 
ities. The three railway systems, the 
three languages, and the conflicting inter- 
ests of the three peoples are strongly sug- 
géstive of combination, compromise, and 
concession, each of the three watching 
sharply the movements of the other two: 

Early in September the announcement 
was made that the difficulties between 
China and Japan about the railroad from 
Antung to Mukden had been adjusted 
satisfactorily. The Chinese note to the 
powers on Aug. 11 declared that Japan's 
inténtions in Manchuria were not commer- 
cial but that military and strategic 
strength was being sought. At the same 
time much anxiety was reported in Rus- 
sia over the Japanese activities in railroad 
construction and reconstruction, and their 


the Tumen river. Nor was this anxiety 
lessened by reports of conferences be- 
tween China and Japan likely to affect 
Russian interests in the far east. When 
the outcome of these conferences was 
made known on Sept. 8, it was apparent 
that China had yielded in almost all re- 
spects to avoid hostilities, Japan making 
substantial gains. 8 

In October China sent another memo- 
randum to the powers making complaint 
against Russia about the attitude of that 
nation in connection with the municipal 
administration of Harbin and other points 
on Russian railway lines. Now comes M. 
Kokovsoff, Russian minister of finance, 
With a declaration that the Russian rail- 
way company has no desire to wield polit- 
ical power in Manchuria, and is prepared 
to waive the right to control the munici- 
pality of Harbin and that of other places 
if a satisfactory substitute for the present 
Irritating plan can be found. 
Furthermore, Russia announces its will- 
ingness to sell the Manchurian’ railway 
either to China, backed by an interna- 
tional syndicate, or to such a syndicate 
direct, provided a satisfactory offer is 
made, it being kept in mind that $175,- 
000,000 of Russian money had been in- 
vested in Manchurian roads. While it 
would prefer to wait until the Amur rail- 
road is completed, the proposition is open 
for. the consideration of any one who 
wants to talk business in a businesslike 
manner, If China is discontented with 
the terms of the agreement with Japan 
closed on Aug. 31 last, it now has an op- 
portunity to,play # few hands in a game 
It is a pretty triangular fight for power.

He took the latest discoveries of sanitary 
ecience, formulated them into laws and 
forced them through an apathetic coun- 
eil. Once passed he saw them enforced 
with the greatest rigor. Chicago owes a 
great debt to Dr. Reilly. 


LEOPOLD. 

The death. of King Leopold of Belgium 
is a matter of but little more importance 
than that of any other public man who 
has passed the allotted three score years 
and ten. There are no political complica- 
tions to occasion uncertainty or unrest, 
and the change of ruler will mean noth- 
ing politically for Belgium. 

That country should be glad to be rid 
of so dissolute a king, whose behavior as 
husband and father was so scandalous, 
He had marked ability, but it was in the 
direction of accumulating riches for him- 
self. To amass wealth he neglected a 
great opportunity to do something to 
offset hie vices. The Congo country and 
its inhabitants were put in his hands be 
cause it was believed he would make a 
wise use of the trust. It was a frightful 
mistake to select him as a benefactor and 
civilizer of the natives. 

The bad use he made of his opportu- 
nity all know. Only a few days ago Sir 
A. Conan Doyle was being cheered to the 
echo as he described the crime of the 
Congo,” calling it “ not only a crime but 
the greatest crime ever committed in the 
history of the world” and telling of per- 
haps 10,000,000 human beings who had 
expired under Belgian rule and of vast 
areas devastated and plundered in order 
that the unscrupulous, astute, perverse 
Leopold might wring his $180,000,000 
from a country which he had regarded 
as a commercial enterprise to be exploited 
for profit rather than as a land to be re 
deemed for civilization. = 

It is the Congo atrocities for which 
Leopold will be remembered and loathed, 


MERRIAM COMMISSION GOES. ON. 

Public policy demands that the Merriam 
commission shall continue its investiga- 
tions into municipal expenditures. ‘“* Pub- 
lic policy ” is fortunate in having so good 
a friend as Judge Windes. He lost no 
time in making up his mind that the coun- 
cil had a right to appropriate for the ex- 
penses of the commission. He was unable 
to see how a taxpayer could be harmed 
by an expenditure of public money which 
was plainly for his interest. 

Se this attempt to block investigation 
has come to a sudden end and needs no 
further comment. One would like to 
know, however, who the men behind it 
were. Who put up the money to pay the 
lawyer?

Fortunately the most precious of the world 
famed collection of paintings which formerly adorned 
the walls of Aranjuez were transferred during the 
reign of Queen Isabella to the Prado museum at 
Madrid—e@ museum that can boast of 32,000 paintings, 
every one of which is a masterpiece. Indeed, it is 
the grandest 
Europe. 


the one which is most familiar to him, for, until the 
time of the war with the United States, Queen Chris- 
tina was in the habit invariably of spending the late 
spring there with her children. It is situated in the 
midst of a magnificent forest, teeming with almost as 
much game as in the days of St. Simon, many of the 
episodes described in his famous memofrs having 
taken place at Aranjuez. It owes its origin as & 
royal residence to Emperor Charles V., who erected a 
palace there on the site of an ancient ‘temple of 
Jupiter. But it repeatedly was destroyed by fire, and 
in ita present condition dates back only to the middle 
of the eighteenth century. Despite the removal of so 
many of the paintings to Madrid, the palace remains 
crowded from cellar to garrett with art treasures of 
every description, and nothing can compare with the 
beauty and grandeur of the state apartments, espe- 
Clally of the music room, which probably is the most 
magnificent in the world. 

— 

Lady Affleck, the baronet’s wife, who has deen en- 
gaged by Harry Gordon Selfridge of Chicago to take 
charge of thé dress department of his great dry goods 
store in London, bears the name of a family that has 
many American associations. Among them is the mar- 
riage of the second baronet to a New York girl, a 
daughter of Thomas Clark, and widow of Richard 
Vassall of Jamaica. The Affiecks are a branch of the 
old Scotch family of Auchinleck, and their baronetcy 
dates back from the great naval battle of Guada- 
loupe, where Admiral Sir Edmund Affleck distinguished 
himself as the second in command to Lord Rodney. 

Formerly they owned Dalham Hall, a place bur- 
dened with a curse, like so many of the other old 
time monasteries which were confiscated by Henry VIII. 
at the time of the reformation. Subsequently it became 
the residence of the Anglican bishops of Ely, but even 
they found the place too heavily burdened with the 
blight of its former monastic owners, and sold it, 
some of its subsequent proprietors in the days of 
King William and Queen Mary endeavoring to get 
rid of the ill luck of the place by almost entirely re- 
bullding it. 

But this was without avail. For the Affiecks, who 
acquired it some 200 years ago, were pursued by mis- 
fortune from the moment that they entered upon 
possession thereof, and there was not a single case 
of its descending from father to son, while the pres- 
ent baronet was overtaken by ruin and landed in the 
bankruptcy court some five years ago. Cecil Rhodes 
died not long after he bought it, and since then it has 
gone through the hands of two of his brothers, and 
of a nephew. 

A sister of Sir Robert Affleck is the widow of that 
so popular Dick Frewen of western ranching fame, 
who was drowned while yachting off the coast of Ire- 
land, and whose brother, Morton Frewen, married to 
Miss Jerome of New York, spends so much of his time 
in this country. 

Lady Affleck herself is entitled to fame as having 
successfully’ vindicated in the Supreme court of Eng- 
land the right of tenants to break their leases if, on 
taking possession of the premises, furnished or other- 
wise, they find them infested with what are euphemis- 
tically described as “insects.” English people have 


frequently employed on this side of the Atlantic, and 
hroughout the varfous proceedings tn the several 
courts of law, both high and low, the objectionable 
vermin was not referred to once by its actual name, 
the nearest approach thereto being when one of the 
counsel alluded to it as a “B flat.“ This avoidance of 
any mention of the name of the insect was all the 
more remarkable when it is borne in mind that the 
latter constituted the sole subject and theme of these 
long and costly legal processes. 
— 

It is pleasant to relate that the agreeable 'Greek 
envoy at Washington has escaped the torrent ot de- 
nunciation which is being hurled at the heads of the 
diplomatic representatives of Greece in the various 
capitals of the old world by the military oligarchy 
which is now running things with such a high hand 
at Athens, reducing the king and the premier to the 
role of mere figureheads. There is no abuse which 
the “Chronos,” the official organ of the military, 
oligarchy, does not hurl at the unfortunate Greek 
ministers abroad, who, either badly paid or not paid 
at all, are liable to be dismissed at any moment, with- 
out the slightest warning, through political intrigues 
and quarrels at Athens, and who, continuously dis- 
avowed by the home government, lack in consequence 
thereof the authority and prestige enjoyed by the 
envoys of other countries. Thus, Delyannis is. pub- 
licly charged with utilizing his position, and any 
official knowledge that he may have, for purposes of 
speculation on the bourse at Paris, partly on his own 
account and partly on that of the king. 

Rangabe, the Hellenic envoy at Berlin, is held up to 
ridicule by reason of his penuriousness and of his asso- 
clations with the lower classes of the dramatic pro- 
fession, which are of a nature, it l said, to cause his 
exclusion from the great world in which one would 
naturally expect to find a minister plenipotentiary. 

Manos, the minister at Vienna, the representative of 
King George in London, the envoys of King George 
at Constantinople and at St. Petersburg, are likewise 
the objects of savage criticism, and the Military league 
insists on the complete reorganization of the diplo- 
matic service, and the appointment of representatives 
calculated to inspire respect instead of contempt 
abroad, or else the abolition of Hellenic legations in 
foreign capitals.

DR. DUBBE ON THE TRIANGLE. 


Before the Program Study class yesterday afternoon 
Dr. Criticus Flub-Dubbe delivered the second of his 
series of lectures on ofchestral instruments. His topic 
was the triangle, which, he pointed out, is not only an 
important orchestral instrument but a valuable geo- 
metric figure and a symbol of the human comedy—the 
basis of nearly all novels and plays. 

Like the side drum,” said Dr. Dubbe, “the range of 
the triangle is limited, being restricted to a single 
note; but how much can be expressed by the skiliful 
iteration of one note you, who are familiar with Peter 
Cornelius’ ‘Ein Ton,’ need not be told. Nor is there 
a more effective instrument than the triangle, as wit- 
ness the dance of the Scythians in Gitick’s ‘ Iphegenia.’”

“When we come to spiritual content,” pursued Dr. 
Dubbe, “the triangle is much more profound than the 
side drum, owing to the opulence of its upper partials.”

I visited several other houses, some a little 
better, some poorer, but all on the same gen- 
eral plan. And I want to repeat that these 
peasants are always polite and hospitable, 
without the slightest sign of servility or hu- 
mility. I am talking about Magyars. 

I asked to see the house of a really poor 
family—of one of the city’s. pensioners. I 
was shown several tiny, low ceilinged cot- 
tages of one or two rooms, but clean in spite 
of the hard earth floor, and with the usual 
array of pillows and clean calico dresses 
hanging on a line around the big heater. 


Even Poorest Have Standard. 


There is astandard, evidently, below which 
even the poorest do not descend. I find it 
impossible to conceive of a pure Magyar cot- 
tage of ever so poor a fanilly without at least 
a good roof, decorated walls, a carved chest, 
a lot of fat pillows, many.clean clothés, some 
chairs, and a table, a lot of earthenware 
or china dishes on the wall, and hospitality 
and order and neatness. There is an interest- 
ing market here, but you already know about 
Magyar markets. Each vendor in the mar- 
ket must have a license, one dollar a year, 


m at the end of the 


and each owner of a booth must pay each 


time he erects his booth a rental of 6 cents a 
square yard for the space covéred by his 
booth. I noticed two features new to me; 
the paprika stalls, where red paprika is 
sold, from big sacks or barrels, by bulk, a 
quart meausre being worth about 30 cents; 
and the labor market, or place where women 
and girls congregate to be hired afier in- 
spection as domestics. Their ‘wages vary 
from $2. a month for a 12 year old girl, to $8 
a month for good, experienced help. I have 
come to the conclusion, after repeated ob- 
servation and many comparisons, that in 
general five crowns will not go farther in 
Hungary than $1 will at home. Szeged has 
a great market twice a week and a stil) great- 
er market, like ae four or five times 
a year. 


Visits Big Pissant District. 

Then my hosts drove me to Szüreg. tour 
miles east of Szeged. It is one of the big 
peasant communities in Torontal county, 
which, by the way, sends more emigrants 
to America than any other county in Hun- 
gary; for this reason I shall later on make a 
thorough examination of Torontal. The trip 
thig afternoon was simply an excursion—but 
an interesting one. 


The drive took us over the Tisza river | 


bridge, past New Szeged, with a fine new 
orphan asylum and a still finer reformatory 
school for boys, and out into the country 
over à perfect road, past one vast truck 
farm every foot of which was under culti- 
vation—peppers, potatoes, fruit trees, and 
cornfields—also past a great earth embank- 
ment two or three miles long, a continuation 
of the wall across the river to protect the 
city from the Tisza floods. 

We drove for more than a mile through 
the main street of Szüreg and looked down 
muddy lanes. Within the town’ are about 
3,000 people, and about the town, but belong- 
ing to it, perhaps 6,000 more. Onéthird of 
the entire number are Servians, settlers in 
the county after the wars with. the Turks, 
the remainder are Magyars. 


Two Catholic Churches in Town. 


The town has one school ahd a Greek Cath- 
olic church for the Serbs, and four schools 
and a Roman Catholic church for the Mag- 
yars. The town has more duck ponds for 
streets and more color in the houses than I 
have seen before. All along the wide main 
street are welis with long sweeps, and arte- 

sian wells. The houses are only entered 
from the yard at the side of the house. 

We halted in the center of the Servian 
section of the town, called a man, and asked 
him if he knew of anybody who Had been in 
America. He said he had and within five 
minutes we had more than a hundred eager 
eyed Servians around us wanting to talk 
America. I am not at all now ready to offer 
any characterization of the Servians, but I 
was favorably impressed with this lot. Their 
faces are strong and several had keen in- 
telligence.

The state of Illinois may be deprived of the 
inheritance tax on about $65,000,000 of the 
Marshall Field estate for an indefinite pe- 
riod, according to a conclusion drawn yester- 
day by Judge Lewis Rinaker in the County 
court. There is no way for the estate to. 
evade the tax payment, but half a century 
may elapse before the intricately drawn will 
permits of the collection under law. 

To date the estate has paid $116,414.75 in 
inheritance taxes. The uncertainty of the 
fina! disposition of the bequests ties up the 
remainder of the aon 

The date of collection depends largely on 
the length of life of the merchant's three 
grandchildren, and in case of their death 
before inheriting their shares, or failure to 
leave progeny, stipulations are seen which 
would further complicate the situation. 

Other important points which were passed 
upon by Judge Rinaker were: 

That the bequest of $8,000,000 to the Field Co- 
lumbian museum cannot be taxed now. If it is 
paid to the trustees within the time specified in 
the will it is not taxable, but if it reverts to the 
estate it can be taxed. 

That the $1,000,000 paid to Mrs. Della Caton 
Field. widow of Marshall Field, by an ie ans sees 
agreement, is not taxable.

The building will have a 
capacity of from 12,000,000 to 165,000,000 

pounds of wool and facilities for handling 
forty to fifty carloads a day. Together with 
the gr woo! houses of the packers b- 
shed in the yards, this latest addition, it is 
thought. will greatly increase the impor- 
tance of the city as a wool market.

Buying Is of Significant Kind. 

Buying here was of a significant charac- 
ter, foreigners being credited with tak- 
ing substantial lines of May wheat, 
which, coupled with the activity and 
strength at Winnipeg, the more radi- 
cal claims of demage to the Argentine 
crop, high Buenos Aires quotations, and the 
fact that Liverpool has been unexpectedly 
strong the last two days, led traders to be- 
liev® that the situation was becoming bull- 
ish from a foreign standpoint. Export sales 
of 280,000 bu Manitoba wheat were reported 
at the seaboard, and this was an active fac- 
tor in stimulating the buying. Buenos Ayres 
opened 1%@1%c higher, and severa) cables 
were received saying the crop was turning 
out less than expected and of a generally 
poor quality. Pacific coast exporters sald 
estimates of the Argentine surplus were be- 
ing reduced, and this was confirmed by 
Broomhall. 


Local Shorts Cover Lines. 

Buying by A. S. White, supposedly on his 
advices from Liverpool, gave the local pit 
traders a clew to the class of buying that 
was zoing on and led to considerable chort 
covering. The buying on the dip was much 
better than the selling, the latter being prin- 
cipally by the local crowd. Lake, Hulburd-
